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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1 . The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Geno et al. in view of Reese et al. 

Re claim 1 , Geno et al. teaches an airspring comprising a flexible cylindrical 
sleeve having a first and second end, a retainer secured to one of the ends of the 
sleeve. However, Geno et al. does not teach a tag made from a sheet material, the 
improvement comprising a portion of the tag being non-removably secured between a 
sleeve and a retainer. Reese et al. teaches a tag made from a sheet material, the 
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improvement comprising a portion of the tag (1 1 ) being non-removably secured 
between a sleeve (12) and a retainer (13). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have had the tag of Reese 
et al. on the air spring of Geno et al. to provide identification for the manufactured part. 

Re claim 2, Geno et al. as modified does not teach wherein the tag is of a flexible 
plastic or elastomeric material. The examiner takes official notice that tags are known in 
the art to be made of flexible plastic for their resilience and resistance to cracking. 



4. Claims 3 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Barker, Robinson and Hoffman teach tag identification systems. Rensel teaches 
an air spring comprising a tag. Hendrickson Trailer Suspension Systems teaches 
identification tags used in air spring suspension systems. Snyder teaches a 
conventional air spring.
